But Ariſtotle ( comes neerer to the purpoſe, and ) calleth ic 

de anim. cap.1. "'Erneaixhe, a continual AR of a natural, of an inſtrumental 

text, 6, Body, that may have life. But indeed we may more truly ſay 

Whatthe Soul isnot, then whatit is : the greateſt perfeion 

we deſcribe by Negatives. She cannot proceed from & matter, 

from the figure, or qualities of the Body : neither from the 

Harmony, ConjunQion, and Agreement of the ſame : this 

the ſoul is not. The vital and animal ſpirits, are only the Inſtru- 

ments of the ſoul, and not the ſoul it ſelf : if otherwiſe, ſhe 

were not immortal, but would periſh together with the Body. 

Now the ſoul can be without the body,and viral ſpirits; —_ 
' 
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the bodie and vital ſpirits cannot be without the ſoul : without 
her the bodie moveth not all. She in a moment by the cogita- 
tions paſſeth through the whole Heavens, encompaſſeth the 
Earth and Scas: this is inviſible, and cannot be perceived by 
ſenſe. For the operations of her Eſſence, ſhe hath Spirit, Will 
and Judgement ; Senſe, Underſtanding, Reaſon : and for her 
Beauty, Temperance, Juſtice, and other Vertues of the Minde : 
in fine, ſhe is ſo divine, thatſhe can hardly be comprehended 
by Reaſon, much leſs then be perceived by ſenſe. God hath 
given us a ſoul moreto uſe it, thento know it : He only knows 
it perfectly that is above'it;we now know it only by the effeRs, 
but ſhall come to a cleerer revelation in the eternal Heavens. 


Neither do the Philoſophers wrangle more concerning the Of the 
Efſence of our ſouls, then they differ about the parts thereof. of the 


Moſt and the lateſt writers would have them to be four : Un- 
derſtanding, Reaſon, Anger, and Defire ; but yet the beſt re- 
ceived opinion will allow no more then two, under which 
they comprize the reſt. The one is ſpiritual, intelleAual, and 
therein you have the diſcourſe of Reaſon : the other ſenſual, 
brutiſh, which is the Will, wandering of it ſelf, diſordered, 
wherein all evil defices have their —_— However the ſoul 
(that is immortal) cannot properly be {aid to be divided : be-

Doth ſhe vaniſh 
mtonothing, or wander in the Air ? doth ſhe enter into beaſts, 
and fo inform them ? is ſhe idle and falls aſleep ? or elſe doth ſhe 
haften into Purgatory,or fly to Heaven? There is the queſtion ; 
Where is ſhe ? Doth ſhe vaniſh into nothing ? | 
No.: The Sad4dnces darenot dic, for fear of not being ; and 
do merrily fmg with the Hogs of the Epicares Stye, Ede, bibe, 
lude, poſt mortem nulla voluptar. But the Chriſtian is aſſured 
that the foul is immortal / otherwiſe he denyeth the hope of 
his reſurre&ion, and his faith is alſo vain ) he doth well know 
that his ſoul ſurvives his body ; ſhe cannot be annihilated, nor 
vaniſh like a vapour : why then, where is ſhe? In the Air? 
No. The ſpirits of the dead do not wander in the Earth nor 
Aia; they frequentnot Churchyards, Sepulchers, nor Tombs ;

ſpace Prolomy the great Aſtronumer did conceive that the 
courſe and motion of the Sphere would be finiſhed from 
Weſt co Eaſt. And in the mean time itis taught by theſe bru- 
tiſh men, that when the ſoul doth depart the bodie, ſhe doth 
inform ſome Beaſt anſwerable to her former life : that the-ſoul 
of an haſty and an angry man ſhould degenerate intoa Serpent ; 
Thieves into Wolves ; and thoſe that are delighred in ſwiniſh 
pleaſure into Hogs: Homer into a Peacock, and Orphens into a 
Swan. Yea, and Origen writeth, that this Hereſic / of the ſouls 


Chriſtians, occaſioned by that they did not rightly nnderſtand 
theScriptures : as where it is ſaid by Chriſt of Foh»the Baptiſt, 
He is Elias, they refer that ſpeech to the ſoul of Fob»; which 
was only meant to be in the Spirit or power of Elias, to con- 
vert their foals unto God : They did not know how a man 
doth become a Dog or an Aſſe ; Hered is a Fox: it is by their 
reſemblance in condition : not that the ſoul doth deparr into

' Text, a fad ({peRtacle of Mortality, Man. If we ſearch the Re- 


cords for his antiquity and dcſcent, it appeareth that his Father 

was an Amorite, and his Mother a Hittite, even one of Adams 

own ofspring1in that he was made ſubjeR to the AR, the curſe, . 
when he yielded up the Ghoſt : Aſorte moritris, thou ſhalc 

ſurely die ; an irrevocable ſentence denounced by Gods own 

mouth, for our former fault and diſobedience. But, and if we 

come neerer to our ſelves, of his Deſcent and Parentage I will 

not ſpeak, for he was known as well toe many others here pre- 

ſent, as my ſelf: onely I hall defire thus much, thatnone here 

among(t you will deſpiſe him, becauſe he was your Neighbour, 

and your Countrey man ; nor to ſay of him diſdainfully ( as 
the Nazarites did once of Chriſt ) His Father and his Mother 

we well did know : his Brethren, his Siſters, and his Chil- 

drenarethey not all with us ? whence then hath this man any 

vertuous or religious Works ? 


. In the firſt place, at bis Birth-day, when the curtain: of the 


attiring room was drawn, he then did enter upon:the Stage-af 

this preſent world, where bis Prologue was but ſhort, and he 
ſpoke bur little by reaſon of his Infancie ; only he ſhewed to 
the world the meckneſs of his diſpoſition, and good inclina- 
tion of his nature. But when he came to ſome riper years of 
Judgement, the. then well ated his part which was variable 
and full of :changes, to the life expreſſing the vanity and un- 
certainneſs of humane kinde ; where he left his paths for our 
feet to tread upon, and drawed fortha pattern for us to imi- 
tate by a pious converſation. His Zeal to God was expreſſed 
not only by his —— he had to frequent the Temple of the 
Lord; butalſo by his daily prayersin his private family. The 
chaſtity of his words and ations did declare that he never vio- 
lated bis plighted troth to his loving wife, for his ſoul ſolely 
claveunto her : And the love that he alwayes had to his needy 
neighbour did promulge his charity : who only not omitted 
the occaſion of well doing, but alſo ſometimes ſought it, well 
knowing that he had loſt that day wherein he had not done 
ſome good. It would here be tedious to ſpeak of his domeſtick 
diſcipline ; 
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diſcipline ; torecite his publick converſation, which was al- 
wayes juſt, honeſt and vertuous: and that the words Iutter 
may the berter appzar to be impartial, I take all you to record 
that hcar me this day, how tha he was pure from offence to all 
men, andI am verily perſwaded that no man can juſtly fay 
as much as black unto his eye. Truth was placed in his 
words, and conſtancie in his deeds. There was-a freedom in 
his preſence, and in his viſage cheerfulneſſe. He was eaſie 
eo forgive, courteous unto all, yea even to his enemies, for 
ſome he had, becauſe vertue cannot be without them. In a 
word,he carried himſelf inall his Fortunes with an equal mind, 
not roo much puft up with the ſwelling floods of proſperitie ; 
neither ſinking to deſpair at the loweſt cbbe of adverſity, 
Of. whom ( me thinks ) the more I fay , the more is ftill 
behinde and unſaid. I am taken with the largeneſs of his 
goodneſs , even the plenty of his praiſes were enough to 
make me eloquent. What ſhall I fay of this mans uprightneſs, 
when that of Horace might more then an hundred times be re- 
peated of him : nteger vite ſceleriſque purns? and what ſhall 
I fay of his Conſtancie, Faith, and Patience? with all which he 
was ſo excellently welladorned, that whereas he was not ſe- 
cond unto any, ſo you ſhall finde outfew that can equal him, 
bur to be excelled by none. 

Thus have I in him repreſented to your view a ſhort plat- 
form for your imitation in the way of Godlineſs ; a moral Co- 
medie which the foul of our deereſt departed Friend hath 
hereaRtedamongſt us, in this now dead Trunk, this Carkaſs, 
to the general applanſc of all the Spe&ators, only I ſhall deſire 
you to hear his Epilogue, and I have done, to finiſh his Pil- 
grimage, although ir be Tragical. ; 

The ſame magnantmity of ſpirit that kept him all his life time, 
did notnow forlake him, even in his greateſt ſickneſs, for be- 
ing viſited of the Lord by divers (as I ſuppoſe) and ſtrong 
diſeaſes, he bore them all moſt patiently, infomuch ( that al- 
thovgh I was after my own recovery, very often with him, 
yer) could nor at any time obſerve him, cither to grudg, groan, 
or ſigh for grief under the rod of Gods correRion : neither 
was 


was his heart any thing diſmayed at the remembrance of his 
diflolution, for he told me again and again, that although his 
bodie was. weak, yet his ſoul was ſtrong by Faith in Chriſt, 
for the remitfion of his fins : he well knew, it was that mans 
property to be afraid of death, who is unwilling for to go to- 
Chriſt : accounting that the earth was not givenus for a dwel- 
ling place, but an Inne ;- that our being here which we call 
[ Life, ] is not ſo properly a life indeed, as a journey to it: that 
his Hope was not here fixt on Earth, but Heaven: that he 
knew full well whither he was going, not by his own mevits, 
bur the mercies of Chriſt, in whom alone he had placed his 
confidence of eternal ſafety. And in this affurance he devoutly 
took the holy Sacrament of the Lords Supper (at my hands) to 
furniſh him with fit proviſion for his journey to his long home: 
ſo that at length when his glaſs was run, he willingly gave an car 
to his Makers call;and inthe midſt of his childrens tears, & their 

jous invocations, he departed hence from this vale of miſery - 

eyielde&np the Ghoſt, and where is he ? As for his ſoul, *tis 
fled : we maygotohim, he cannot come to us : why do we 
weep and mourn ? his gain doth far exceed our loſs: he is now 
in Paradiſe, in Abrahams Boſom, for the Angels have con- 
veyed him to his place of reſt. Butas for his Corps, this breath- 
leſs bodie, which doth here remain with us, let us accompanie 
itunto the Grave, the laſt kinde office we can ſhew to our 
deereſt Friend, and interre it in the duſt, where it may lie in 
one and reſt until the reſurreRion at the laſt, when we with 

im again may receive a joyfull union both of bodie and of 
foul, and enter into that moſt glorious Heaven of everlaſting 
happineſſe; Sing an eternal Hallelujah; Salvation , and Ho- 
nour ; Juſtice, and Power ; Mercie, and Thankſgiving, be af- 
cribed unto him that fitreth upon the Thrgne and. unto the 
Lamb for cyermore. Amen.
